1847. Edward III. 1327-1377. AV Half-noble (4.12 gm). Third coinage, 
third period, 1346-1351. Edward standing facing aboard ship, holding 
sword and arms / Ornate cross with lis at ends and E in center sur- 
rounded by crowns and lions. Schneider 5-6; North 1111; Seaby 1482. 
Good VF, a few scrapes. ($6000) 


This extremely rare and important coin exists in only seven specimens, four of Estimate: $7,500-$10,000 
which are in the British Museum, another two in the Schneider collection. It is one 
of the earliest English gold coins and the first extant half-noble issue; none of the 
half nobles from the second period (1344-1346) are known to have survived the 
intervening centuries.

A New Town For An Old Known Token 


There is no attribution of any known token to Park Valley. Park Valley is in 
Box Elder County on Highway 30. It is in the northwest corner of the state 
and is also northwest of Kelton. 


In my pursuit of opening and closing dates of Utah co-ops I came across 
Western Co-op and Western Co-operative Assn. Each has been listed as being 
in Salt Lake City. The following is my case of showing Western Co-op to 
have been in Park Valley-not in Salt Lake City. 


As I perused the R.L. Polk directories and other sources, I could not find 
Western Co-op listed in Salt Lake City. The Western Co-operative Assn. was 
listed in all of the directories from the 1900's to the 1950's. After more prodding, 
I found that the Western Co-operative Assn. existed in Salt Lake City from 
1900-1957. 


However, I remembered seeing something in Harry Campbell’s book 
Campbell’s Tokens of Uiah about the Western Co-op. In reality in the “third 
edition, 1987" on page 581, it noted a store listed in 1920-22 at Park Valley, 
Utah. From the information on page 581 I began my search. 


From the directories Western Co-op was never listed as being in Salt Lake City. 
Any mention of a Western Co-op in Salt Lake City always read “Western 
Co-operative Assn.” A deeper search revealed that Western Co-op was in Park 
Valley and most likely existed from 1917-1923, and never in Salt Lake City. 


The Western Co-op tokens were made by the Ingle System of Dayton, Ohio. 
The Western Co-operative Assn. tokens are completely different. 


In December of 2000 I went to Park Valley to look around. Some of the local 
populace confirmed the existence of the co-op. I was shown the building that 
once housed the store. What a great feeling! Just being there and thinking 
about the old store and the hardy people was certainly worth the long trip. 


My hope is that I have convinced you and others that the first known tokens 
from Park Valley are of the Western Co-op. In my mind there is no doubt 
that this is the case-a new town for an old known token.
